Therefore, the 
reference of record (US 2003/0058474) reads on the claimed subject matter in paragraph [35]. A user inputs a font 
characteristic (e.g. text size or point value) and the printer selects a halftone screen accordingly. Applicant argues the 
font size inputted by the computer and inputted according to the apparatus may be different. This theory is not 
supported in claim 1 given the broadest reasonable interpretation of claim 1 where a user inputs one font-sharpening 
threshold or text size and the halftone screen is chosen accordingly.
